Dear Mr. Rankin: 

The news media today indicate that Mrs. Marina 
Oswald has disclosed new evidence with reference to the 
matter of the assassination of the President. 

As you are aware from the extensive reports that 
have been submitted to the President ’s- Commission, Mrs. 
Marina Oswald has been intex~viewed on many occasions and 
has been questioned in great detail concerning her knowledge 
of Lee Hai-vey Oswald’s activities. 

Inasmuch as Mrs. Oswald is no w being questioned 
by the President’s Commission under oath, this Bureau 
would be vei’y much interested in any infox-mation disclosed 
by Mrs. Oswald which would indicate a variance with informa- 
tion she previously furnished to Bureau x-epresentatives 
during their intex*views with her. In the event Mrs. Oswald 
discloses any information that has not been previously 
covered during interviews with her that would warrant 
further investigation, I would appreciate being advised 
in ox’der that any necessax~y investigation can be immediately 
undertaken .
